Texas People Near Slavery. 


Frank I*. Walsh, chairman of the | 
United States Commision on indus­ 
trial relation in a speech before 
the People’s Power League of Cin- 
cinrati, Ohio, recently made the 
following assertion about the con­ 
ditions now existing in Texas; 
“ In Texas conditions are 
th«* 
worst of any, but the hopes and 
the hearts of the people ar * bright­ 
er than any. 
We received sworn 
testimony of numerous witnesses 
that men, some of them with famil­ 
ies, worked fur 80 cents a day and 
had to pay their own hoard. 
At 
the same time we ascertained that 
on one ranch 
alone—the 
Taft 
ranch, comprising about 200,000 
acres—only 
12.000 
were 
being 
worked. 
“ We found in Texas conditions 
bordering on serfdom. 
Wo found 
in numqorus localities the women 
and children of Texas are in the 
game condition that confronts the 
women and children in tin* cruel, 
crowded and congested districts 
of some of our factory to w n s, plus 
loneliness and lack ot educational 
facilities.’ * 
Resolution from Texas Senate. 
By a resolution adopted Monday 
morning the Texas senate declar­ 
ed a statement by Chairman Frank 
Walsh of the United States com­ 
mission on industrial relations re- 
garding tenant farmer conditions 
\n this state to be “ unwarranted 
and incorrect.” and “ unjust and 
unfair” to Texas.
